THE FAMILY FISH-l-OXD. 


A Sn«;jre»tlou to Reno Farmers. 


Throughout the stretch of this fertile 


valley there are many broad ditches 
flowing through many miles of farming 
land, and it is a wonder to many tho,t 
some of the farmers do not set th« ex- 
ample of starting a fish-pond. There is 
no reason why every farmer with water 
facilities could not have a small fish 
farm on his land that would furnish 
him with fish throughout ihe entire 
year. 
The 
esperienoe 
of the trout 


hatcheries on the Truckee has shown 
that with proper care a small hatchery 
«ould hatch out and propagate in one 
year ten times the amount of fish taken 
out of the entire length of the Trnokee 
river. 
Whsn it is remembered that 


only a small percentage of the eggs 
yearly deposited by the female trout in 
the river become impregnated and for- 
tilizsd by the milt, it can readily be 
wondered that fish are not so plentiful 
in the river. 
The< percentage of fertil- 


ized eggs in the river scarcely reaches 
ten per cent., while in the hatohsry it is 
scarcely ever loss than ninety and often 
as high as ninety-eight per cent. In 
fact, the eggs of half a dozen female 
;rout, properly treated, will furnish fish 
for the whole year. 
All the conditions 


necessary for tho successful culture of 
fish are possessed by nearly all the val- 
ey farmers and can bo easily andcheap- 
y utilized. 
The following letter from 


;he champion pisioulturist of America, 
Seth Green, will be of interest.• 


A very small ^stream will furnish 


enough 
water 
for 
some kinds.

would recommend carp as being the 
fish which would most likely be a suc- 
cess, ns they require less care than any 
other fish. * 
* * My opinion has 


fteu been asked how a carp pond 


should be constructed for faiaily use. 
The pond can be made in any shape to 
suit the locality, but I would prefer egg 
shape if the location was just as well 
suited for it. 
The pond would breed 


flies of a great many kinds; one of them 
would be the mosquito. 
The larva of 


all flies is the best food for young fish. 
! have bred them by the bushel, but 
some of the mosquitoes would be apt to 
ake wing before the pond got well 
itocked with young fish, and to protect 
he family in a measure I would advise 
juilding the pond to the leeward of the 
louse. 
If, for instance, the prevailing 


wind was from the \vestthe pond should 
>e built to the e,i5t, uoi'theast or south- 
enst ol the house. I would prefer the 
3oud to the northeest or southeast, be- 
tftuso if the pond were placed directly 
iast of the house it would make a lae 
or them under which they could easilj 
each the house. 
They can beat any 


ailing craft before the wind, but ou the 
wind they are nowhere in the race, as 
they have no keel. 
The whole human 


family should ba thankful to the Cre- 
ator for not putting a keel on them, 
and if their bowsprit had not been quite 
so sharp they nn^ht not receive so 
many handkerchief salutes from the 
verandas of th-3 Long Island hotels, but 
would ba just .ib useful and ornamental. 
The pond can be built with plough and 
scraper. 
It should have a deep place 


in the center and very shallow ou the 
edges. If yon have square Hides the 
young fish would have no protection 
from the old ones. 
When scraping is 


commenced carry the earth as far back 
as you intend making the lower outride 
of your embankment. 
Keep scraping 


uutil the pond is four to six feot in the 
centor. 
If the locality is such that ice 


freezes very thick the pond should bo 
made deeper 
and holes kept open 


through tho ice to keep the fish from 
suffocating. 
If the embankment was 


raised three feet and pounucd down and 
sodded or sown to grass the water could 
be raised so that bat three feet in thfa 
center would have to bo excavated in 
order to have a pond SIT feet deep. The 
whole pond should be sown with some 
kind of gv.vss or water plant, with the 
exception of about litty or boveuty-flvo 
feet square in the center. 
The "pond 


should not have any other kind of fish 
in it, and if the grass gets too thick it 
can be raked out."
